Immigration Bill Nears Completion 


Schumer: Measure 
could be wrapped up 
as early as this week 


Washington 

A raucous public debate over the 
nation’s flawed immigration system 
is set to begin in earnest this week 
as senators finalize a bipartisan bill 
to secure the border, allow tens of 
thousands of foreign workers into 
the country and grant eventual cit- 
izenship to the estimated 11 million 
people living here illegally. 

Already negotiators are caution- 
ing of struggles ahead for an issue 
that’s defied resolution for years. An 
immigration deal came close on the 
Senate floor in 2007 but collapsed 
amid interest-group bickering and 
an angry public backlash. 

“There will be a great deal of 
unhappiness about this proposal 
because everybody didn’t get what 
they wanted,” Sen. John McCain, 
R-Ariz., a leader of the eight senators 
negotiating the legislation, said Sun- 
day. “There are entrenched positions 
on both sides of this issue.” 

“There’s a long road,” said Sen. 
Chuck Schumer, D-N.Y., appearing 
alongside McCain on CBS’ “Face the 
Nation.” “There are people on both 
sides who are against this bill, and 
they will be able to shoot at it.”

Yet Pfeiffer also told the 
GOP that stubbornness among 
their party’s leadership would only 
yield public embarrassment akin

Children Believed Dead in Airstrikes 

Afierce battle between U.S.-backed Afghan forces and Taliban militants in a 
remote corner of eastern Afghanistan left nearly 20 people dead, including 
an American civilian adviser and 11 Afghan children killed in an airstrike, offi- 
cials said Sunday. The U.S.-led coalition confirmed that it launched airstrikes, 
stressing that they were requested by international forces. The coalition said it 
was assessing the incident but could not confirm that civilians were killed, (ap) 

U.S. Diplomat Killed in Attack 

Two American civilians and three U.S. troops were killed 
in two attacks in Afghanistan on Saturday, officials said, 
including a powerful blast that struck officials traveling 
to a school to donate books. Among the dead was Anne 
Smedinghoff, the first State Department diplomat to be 
killed in the country since the war began. She is also the first American diplo- 
matto die on the job since last year’s attack on the U.S. diplomatic installation 
in Benghazi, Libya, (the Washington post) 



U.S. general: Taliban 
likely to remain after 
troop withdrawal 

Bagram Air Field, 
Afghanistan 

The United States accepts that a 
diminished but resilient Taliban is 
likely to remain a military threat 
in some parts of Afghanistan long 
after U.S. troops complete their 
combat mission next year, the top 
U.S. military officer said Sunday. 

At this air field north of Kabul, 
Army Gen. Martin Dempsey, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
said he is cautiously optimistic 
that the Afghan army will hold 
its own against the insurgency 
as Western troops pull back and 
Afghans assume the lead combat 


role. He said that by May or June, 
the Afghans will be in the lead 
throughout the country. 

Asked whether some parts of 


the country will remain contested 
by the Taliban, he replied, “Yes, of 
course there will be. 

“And if we were having this 


conversation 10 years from now, I 
suspect there would [still] be con- 
tested areas because the history of 
Afghanistan suggests that there will 
always be contested areas,” he said. 

Dempsey and other U.S. com- 
manders have said that ultimately 
the Afghans must reach some sort 
of political accommodation with 
the insurgents and that a recon- 
ciliation process needs to be led 
by Afghans, not Americans. Thus 
the No. 1 priority for the U.S. mil- 
itary is to do all that is possible to 
boost the strength of Afghan forces. 

There are now about 66,000 
U.S. troops in Afghanistan. That 
number is to drop to about 32,000 
by February 2014, and the combat 
mission is to end in December 2014. 
Whether some number — perhaps 
9,000 or 10,000 — remain into 2015 
is yet to be decided, robert burns (ap) 


China Reports 
3 More Cases 
Of New Bird Flu 


Beijing 

China reported three more cases 
of human infection of a new strain 
of bird flu on Sunday, raising the 
total number of cases to 21. 

Six of those who contracted the 
H7N9 virus have died. All 21 cases 
have been reported in the eastern 
part of the country. 

Health officials believe people 
are contracting the virus through 
direct contact with infected fowl 
and say there’s no evidence the virus 
is spreading easily among people. 

Shanghai has been ordered by 
the agriculture ministry to halt 
its live poultry trade and slaugh- 
ter all fowl in markets where the 
virus has been found, (ap)

Metro Terra NoVa 

As the DuLLes Corridor Metrorail Project emerges 
from its construction cocoon this year, it will 
become evident the project is more than steel rails 
linking Metro’s East Falls Church station with a ter- 
minal in the Reston area. This is a whole new trans- 
portation system, shaking up the way people get 

around Northern Virginia. ROBERT THOMSON (THE WASHINGTON POST) 


Construction 

Project managers say the job is 
almost 90 percent done. The pedes- 
trian bridges have been installed 
over Routes 123 and 7 and over the 
toll road. Much of the remaining 
work focuses on the five new sta- 
tions, four of which are in Tysons 
Corner. 

Project officials say they expect 
to turn the line over to Metro in 
late summer so that transit staff- 
ers can do their testing before the 
line opens. 


Preparing Commuters 

The Silver Line will have some 
effect on most other methods of 
travel in Northern Virginia. Last 
year, Metro reduced service on the 
Blue Line to make room for the Sil- 
ver Line trains that will be heading 
through Rosslyn into downtown 
Washington and Maryland, and 
more changes are coming. 

Some commuters who live on 
the west side of the D.C. region will 
head for the new parking garage 
under construction north of the 


Wiehle Avenue station rather than 
drive to Orange Line stations such 
as West Falls Church. 

Metrobus 5A to Dulles Airport 
will remain unchanged. The Wash- 
ington Flyer buses will move from 
West Falls Church to the Wiehle 
Avenue station. 

Effect on Metrorail 

The addition of the Silver Line 
will mean that three lines will 
be sharing an east-west tunnel 
through downtown Washington. 

Metrorail is planning to oper- 
ate on this schedule: 

» Silver: Trains will run 
between Wiehle Avenue and Largo 
Town Center every six minutes at 
peak periods and every 12 min- 
utes midday. 

» Orange: Trains will run 
between Vienna and New Car- 
rollton every six minutes at peak 
periods and every 12 minutes 
midday. 

» Blue: Trains will run between 
Franconia-Springfield and Largo 
Town Center every 12 minutes at 
peak periods and midday. 

» Green: Trains will run 
between Greenbelt and Branch 
Avenue every six minutes at peak 
periods and every 12 minutes mid- 
day. 

» Yellow A: Trains will run 
between Huntington and Mount 
Vernon every six minutes at peak 
periods. This is a rush-hour-only 
service. 

^ Yellow B: Trains will run 
between Huntington and Fort Tot- 
ten every 12 minutes. This is an 
off-peak service. 

w Yellow Plus: Trains will run 
between Franconia-Springfield 
and Greenbelt every 12 minutes 
at peak periods. 

» Red: Trains will run between 
Shady Grove and Glenmont every 
three to six minutes during peak 
periods and every six to 12 min- 
utes midday.

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Md. Passes School Overhaul Bill 


Pr. George’s executive 
poised to get more 
control over system 

Annapolis, Md. 

Maryland lawmakers gave final 
approval Saturday to a bill restruc- 
turing the Prince George’s Coun- 
ty school system, clearing one of 
the last remaining marquee mea- 
sures from their agenda in advance 
of today’s planned adjournment. 
The bill, which now heads to 


the governor, would give Prince 
George’s County Executive Rush- 
ern Baker III more authority but 
stops well short of the complete 
takeover he sought. 

The 81 to 45 vote in the House 
of Delegates came amid debate on 
scores of bills as lawmakers moved 
to wrap up the legislative session. 

This year’s relatively clear path 
to adjournment stands in marked 
contrast to the situation a year ago, 
when brinkmanship over the state 
budget and gambling legislation 
led to the session’s collapse on an 


acrimonious final night. 

The House vote Saturday to give 
Baker partial control over Mary- 
land’s second-largest school system 
followed several days of give-and- 
take behind the scenes. 

Several key lawmakers balked at 
Baker’s initial request to put him, 
rather than an elected school board, 
in charge of the superintendent and 
the system’s $1.7 billion budget. 

The compromise measure, 
approved last week by the Sen- 
ate, would allow Baker to select 
the superintendent, appoint three 


members to the school board and 
name the board chair and vice 
chair. Baker said the compromise 
plan was a step in the right direc- 
tion for the struggling system. 

“It puts more accountability on 
our office,” he said. 

Only one delegate from Prince 
George’s — Aisha Braveboy — 
voted against the bill. The school 
board and teachers union in Prince 
George’s vehementiy fought against 
the plan, contending that the action 
was too drastic, john wagner and

Va. Man’s Holocaust Story Lives On 



Charles Stein, 93, fled the Nazis in 1938 and continues to tell others his story.

Springfield, Va. 

Today is national Holocaust 
Remembrance Day. For Charles 
Stein of Springfield, Va., who 
escaped Nazi-occupied Austria in 
1938, that day is also Feb. 28. That 
is the day, in 1942, that his parents 
were killed by the Nazis. 

The rest of the year, Stein works 
as a volunteer at the Holocaust 
Museum and, at age 93, still trav- 
els the country telling his dramatic 
story. A story that not only involved 
frequent run-ins with Nazi occupi- 
ers in Austria, but also his journey 
to America, his entry into the U.S. 
Army shortly before this country 
entered World War II, and his role 
at Normandy on D-Day in 1944. 

“Considering that when I was 
19 I didn’t think I would make it 
to 20, and now I’m 93 and I’m still 
talking? Unbelievable,” Stein said 
recently. 

Stein managed to get a visa from 
the Luxembourg embassy and fled 
Austria in 1938, leaving his parents 
behind. He then connected with a 
relative in New York and emigrat- 
ed to the United States. 

After the war’s end, Stein con- 
nected with an organization that 
tried to track Jewish prisoners in 
the hopes of locating his family. 
He learned that his parents had 
been deported to Lodz, Poland, but

didn’t appear on any survivor lists. 

In the summer of 1993, Stein 
read that the Holocaust Museum 
was looking for volunteers, and 
he has worked in Visitor Servic- 
es ever since. 

In 1995, he made an appoint- 
ment with the museum’s archivist 
and asked whether the museum 


had any information about the Lodz 
ghetto. Stein learned that investi- 
gators had recently recovered Ger- 
man records from the Polish army 
and was given five large volumes. 

In there, a son finally discov- 
ered the fate of his parents. In Jan- 
uary of 1942, Austrians in Lodz 
were being selected for “work” and 
placed in large windowless vans. 
Stein saw that his parents were 
placed in such a van and taken to 
the Chelmno extermination camp, 
where they were fatally gassed on 
Feb. 28, 1942. 

“My mother was 48, my 
father was 58,” Stein said. “Every 
February 28, I light a candle.”

For most would-be homebuyers, 
making a run at homeownership 
is going to mean getting approved 
for a home loan. 

Here are six tips for improving 
the chances that the mortgage math 
will add up in your favor: 

1. Credit Score 

One of the main factors that lend- 
ers look at to determine a borrow- 
er’s creditworthiness is their cred- 
it score. Bad borrower behavior 
such as late credit-card or other 
loan payments, having a foreclo- 
sure or bankruptcy in one’s credit 
report and carrying high balances 
will weigh down your credit score. 

If your credit is less-than-stellar, 
make sure you give yourself time 
to rack up good credit history well 
before you apply for a home loan. 

2. Loan Options 

Making a down payment of at 
least 20 percent of the sale price or 
appraised value of the home will 
spare you from having to pay pri- 
vate mortgage insurance. If you 
can’t afford that, you might quali- 
fy for financing on an FHA-backed 
loan. Those loans allow borrowers 


to make a down payment of as little 
as 3.5 percent of the purchase price.

Given the prospect of not being able 
to get out of paying private mort- 
gage insurance, some experts say 
borrowers who can afford to put 
down more than 3.5 percent on a 
home should consider getting a loan 
that’s not backed by the FHA, some- 
times known as a conforming loan.

In addition to a down payment, 
you’ll also have to set money aside 
for closing costs, which can run into 
the hundreds or sometimes thou- 
sands of dollars. Lenders charge all 
manner of fees, some of which are 
negotiable, while others are not. 

5. Wait for a Good Deal 

Rising home prices and warnings, 
usually trumpeted by lenders, that 
interest rates will soon rise can cre- 
ate a sense of urgency to purchase 
a home.

Flight Complaints Take Off 


Researchers fault 
smaller seats and 
overbooked planes 
for uptick in irritation 


Washington 

Airline passengers are getting 
grumpier, and it’s little wonder. 

Airlines keep shrinking the size 
of seats to stuff more people onto 
planes. Empty middle seats that 
once provided a bit more room 
are more frequently occupied. And 
more people with tickets are being 
turned away because flights are 
overbooked. 

Passenger complaints to the 
Department of Transportation 
surged to 11,445 in 2012, up one- 
fifth from the previous year, accord- 
ing to a private analysis of feder- 
al data tracking the performance 
of 14 airlines. The report, set for 
release today, also showed a rise in 
the rate of complaints per 100,000 
passengers — from 1.19 in 2011 to 
1.43 last year. 

“The way airlines have taken 
130-seat airplanes and expand- 
ed them to 150 seats to squeeze 
out more revenue I think is final- 
ly catching up with them,” said 
Dean Headley, a business profes- 
sor at Wichita State University who 
has co-written the annual report 
for 23 years. 

“People are saying, ‘Look, I don’t 
fit here. Do something about this.’ 
At some point airlines can’t keep 
shrinking seats to put more peo- 
ple into the same tube,” he said. 

In recent years, some airlines 
have shifted to larger planes that 
can carry more people, but that 
hasn’t been enough to make up 
for an overall reduction in flights. 

The rate at which passengers 
with tickets were denied seats 
because planes were full rose to 
0.97 denials per 10,000 passen- 
gers last year, compared with 0.78 
in 2011. 



In the past, when flights were 
overbooked, airlines could find 
a volunteer to give up a seat in 
exchange for compensation with 
the expectation of catching a flight 
later. Not anymore. 

“Since flights are so full, there 
are no seats on those next flights. 
So people say, ‘No, not for $500, not 
for $1,000,’” said airline industry 
analyst Robert W. Mann Jr. 

Regional carrier SkyWest had 
the highest rate of involuntary 
denied boardings last year, 2.32 
per 10,000 passengers. JetBlue and 
Virgin America were the industry 
leaders in avoiding denied board- 
ings, with rates of 0.01 and 0.07, 
respectively. 

Consumer complaints were sig- 
nificantly higher in the peak sum- 
mer travel months of June, July and 
August when planes are especially

“As airplanes get fuller, 
complaints get higher because peo- 
ple just don’t like to be sardines,” 
Mann said. 

The complaints are considered 
an indicator of a larger problem 
since many passengers may not 
file directly with the Transpor- 
tation Department, which regu- 
lates airlines.

But there are some things you can’t 
tell us about her. 

She really is an enigma. I have a 
good sense of what was motivating 
Gilbert: saving Jewish lives and that 
contrarian streak. He did not like to 
be told he couldn’t do something. 
Eleanor went along with him, but I 
don’t think going into Nazi Germany 
would have been her first choice of 
things to do. 

There was opposition to the plan — 
from Jews. 

This was a period of rampant anti- 
Semitism in this country. [Opponents 
of the plan] were worried it would 
be perceived as trying to get around 
immigration laws and would stir up 
more of an anti-Semitic backlash. 

What insights did you gain into 
America of the 1930s? 

A lot of us cling to the notion that 
most Americans didn’t know what 
was going on in Nazi Germany at 
this early stage. They say, “If only we 
knew.” Guess what? People knew. I’ve 
got reams and reams of [newspaper] 
articles, starting in 1933. They knew 
the curtain was coming down on 
European Jews and chose to turn 
away, marc silver (for express)

More schools are 
offering custom online 
graduate programs 

Distance Learning 

Local graduate schools have a mes- 
sage for potential students: When 
it comes to distance learning, a tai- 
lored program with a small stu- 


dent-to-faculty ratio offers the best 
education. 

This stands in stark contrast 
to the massive open-to-all online 
courses — typically free — that 
have exploded in popularity recent- 
ly. That’s exactly the distinction 
some universities want to make. 

It’s a distinction students in the 
smaller programs are very aware of 

“I do know about the open 


access programs being offered 
around the country,” says Chile 
Ahaghotu, 49, a professor of urol- 
ogy at Howard University who is 
a student in the inaugural class of 
Howard’s online executive MBA 
course (Executivemba.howard 
.edu). “I’m not sure those kind of 
offerings have all the skin in the 
game there.” 

Howard and a growing num- 
ber of schools have recently start- 
ed, or plan to offer, custom online 
graduate degrees targeting specif- 
ic demographics. 

“There is a real hunger for high- 
quality online education,” says 
Paul Schiff Berman, vice provost 
for online education and academ- 
ic innovation at George Washing- 
ton University (Gwu.edu). 

Howard’s online executive MBA 
is tailor-made for those who, like 
Ahaghotu, are in upper manage- 
ment and have at least seven years 
of professional experience. The cur- 
riculum includes financial account- 
ing, marketing strategy and stra- 
tegic communications. 

In the past year, George Wash- 
ington has launched an online MBA 
program as well as an online Mas- 
ter of Public Health. The school also 
plans to launch online degrees spe- 
cifically for military families and 
veterans coming out of service. 

Marymount University (Mary 
mount.edu) offers an online course 
of study for professionals interest- 
ed in going into Gatholic-school 
administration. 


And starting this May, American 
University (American.edu) is tak- 
ing its Master of International Rela- 
tions to the Web. Successful appli- 
cants will specialize in sustainable 
international development or glob- 
al security and conflict resolution. 

Administrators are selling this 
breed of distance learning as a cut 
above the rest. With a rigorous 
curriculum and a technology that 
enables the development of a real 
community (see sidebar), nobody 
will be able to tune out, they say. 

“It is intensive; it’s not an eas- 
ier program” than the campus 
option, says Kim Wells, director of 
Howard’s online MBA and execu- 
tive education programs. “You are 
going to have to really put the time 
in with the research.” 

And in some cases, these 
smaller online classes can offer 
a bespoke learning environment 
that wouldn’t be possible in a tra- 
ditional classroom. 

“We are able to tailor the con- 
tent based on individual students,” 
Berman says. “For the MBA, for 
example, if there is a student who 
has more background in basic sta- 
tistics, they can move faster.” 

Part of the appeal of these mas- 
ter’s degrees, students and admin- 
istrators say, is the close-knit com- 
munity that emerges. 

“You bond with your cohort, and 
we communicate almost constant- 
ly,” Ahaghotu says. “We do a lot of 
video conferencing.

A Social Classroom 


Online education used to mean 

studying at home all alone in your 
pajamas. But with improvements 
in technology, the gap between a 
traditional classroom and a virtual 
classroom is closing, education 
professionals say. 

“When a student Logs on to the 
platform, it Looks similar to The 
Brady Bunch’; they will see all of 
the other students with them," 
says Donovan Fox, a spokesman 
for 2U, the company powering 
the technology platform behind 
American University's new online 
Master in International Relations. 

With the new technology, 
students can even “raise" their hand. 
Fox says. “It's supposed to mimic the 
exact experience a student would 
feel if they were on campus." 

If a professor wants students to 
work in groups for a period during 
the class, social media features 


enable that to happen. Fox says. 

It's not just the software 
that creates a stronger sense of 
community, but what students 
do on their own time as well, says 
Kim Wells, director of executive 
education at Howard University. 

Howard’s online Learning classes 
use Blackboard as a platform, but 
students also connect through 
Google Hangouts, Wells says. 
Interacting through the technology 
“just becomes a part of the fiber of 
what you are doing," he says. 

This is not to say that technology 
is a perfect substitute for human 
interaction. 

Shaka HisLop, a student in 
Howard University's online executive 
MBA program, says it would be 
helpful to have a professor at hand, 
especially when there is a difficult 
concept. "I miss having a professor 
right there to go to," he says. e.k.

“What I have experienced is a 
new kind of relationship-building ” 
Ahaghotu says. 

Other students feel the same. 

“I still keep in touch with some 
of my classmates and run into them 
at conventions and workshops,” 
says Tom Opfer, 35, a vice principal 
at Paul VI Catholic High School in 
Fairfax City. Opfer graduated in 
2006 from Marymount’s licensure 
program that specializes in Catholic- 
school leadership. The degree 


qualifies graduates for Virginia 
endorsement of administration and 
supervision in pre-kindergarten 
through 12th grade. 

Though they don’t have to 
sacrifice community, studying 
remotely also allows students to 
keep their full-time jobs. 

“I’m at the stage of my life where 
a traditional brick-and-mortar 
classroom wouldn’t have fit into 
my schedule at all,” says Shaka 
Hislop, a student in Howard’s online 
executive MBA program. Hislop 
grew up in Trinidad, currently lives

professional soccer in the English 
Premier League. 

Now he’s an ESPN commenta- 
tor with an erratic schedule that 
wouldn’t be compatible with a tra- 
ditional education. 

Allowing professionals to keep 
their jobs while advancing their 
education is key, Berman says. 

Prospective students “want 
to be able to get an education as 
they continue progressing in their 
career,” Berman says. It’s “crazy to 
ask that person to sacrifice their 
current job in order to get those

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An Embarrassment of Taxes 


April 15 

Kim Bey is busy. 

Bey, who owns a tax firm in 
downtown Washington, says tax- 
related business has more than 
doubled so far this year, thanks to 
a wave of new tax laws that took 
effect in early January. “Fve never 


had so many people coming in ask- 
ing for help,” Bey says. 

On Jan. 2, payroll tax rates for 
most Americans went up as part 
of the “fiscal cliff’ deal that Presi- 
dent Barack Obama signed into law. 

Those changes, coupled with 
the fact that the IRS did not begin 
accepting tax returns until Jan. 30, 


means that local accountants have 
been scrambling to file a higher- 
than-usual load of tax returns by 
the April 15 deadline. 

Many local accountants say the 
number of first-time individual 
clients appears to be on the rise, a 
reflection perhaps of the improv- 
ing economy. 


Social media is also playing a 
role. “I’ve got way more new clients 
than I did last year, and a lot of new 
clients who say they found me on 
Yelp,” says Jay Reiner, a certified 
public accountant, adding that, in 
the past, most of his clients came 
from word-of-mouth referrals.

Books 

At colleges in the days before the 
smartphone — heck, before the cell- 
phone — short stories were held up 
as the highest form of prose. Profes- 
sors assigned Ernest Hemingway, 
John Cheever, Flannery O’Connor 
and Raymond Carver. Today, aside 
from books by Alice Munro and a 
few stalwarts, the number of new 
collections has shrunk to a trickle 


rable standouts, both involving cou- 
ples on vacation (one in an African 
country, one in Finland). 

In her collection “This Close,” 
Jessica Francis Kane gives us both 
chains of linked stories and stand-

— despite our famously fragment- 
ed attention spans and new digi- 
tal formats that, one would think, 
favor shorter works. 

But if people aren’t reading them 
as much anymore, authors are still 
writing them — and writing them 
darned well, if three new collections 
by acclaimed female novelists are 
anything to go by. 

PEN/Hemingway award winner 
Jennifer Haigh’s outstanding “News 
From Heaven” fits quite comfort- 
ably in the company of the hybrid 
novel-in-stories made so popular 
by predecessors such as Jhumpa 
Lahiri’s “Interpreter of Maladies.” 
Haigh returns to fictional Baker- 
ton, Pa., the site of her “Baker Tow- 


ers,” to exceptional effect. The Baker 
11 mine has failed, throwing 900 
miners out of work. While the men 
flounder, the women keep making 
roast beef for dinner and canning 
tomatoes and going about their daily 
business. For Haigh, this small town 
is a large canvas, one filled in with 
precise, poignant strokes. 

Sarah Hall can write a breath- 


taking sentence. The multiple prize- 
winner’s “The Beautiful Indiffer- 
ence” is full of exquisite prose while 
brutality lurks in the wings. In the 
standout opening story, “Butcher’s 
Perfume,” a quiet girl is befriend- 
ed by the school bully and the bul- 
ly’s wild, horse-mad family. Not all 
the stories are up to the level of that 
one, but there are two other memo- 


alone tales. The most memorable 
of the independent stories are “The 
Essentials of Acceleration,” in which 
a middle-aged woman who still lives 
at home is annoyed by the fact that 
her neighbors persist in finding her 
91-year- old father charming, and 
“Next in Line,” in which a griev- 
ing mother haunts the CVS where a 
stranger once criticized her parent- 
ing. Quiet and clear, Kane’s stories 
eschew the flashy for the profound.

When the 22-year-old isn’t drop- 
ping F-bombs, he often reflects on 
his childhood and his ascension 
from being a “dweeb” to becom- 
ing famous — like on “Pig.” That’s 
when he’s most compelling. 

Despite his use of homophobic 
slurs, he and Frank Ocean team up 
twice here, and they’re a good pair. 

On “Wolf,” Tyler proves he’s 
a talented lyricist — assuming 
you don’t mind the harsh words.
